He was present at the surrender of Bur- 
goyne and in 1779 was engaged with Gen. John Sullivan in the Indian 
campaign in western New York. He took part in the Virginia campaign 
in 1781 and witnessed the surrender of Cornwallis at Yorktown. His highest 
rank in actual service was Colonel but after the disbandment of the army, 
Congress gave him the rank of Brigadier-General. He was for many years 
treasurer of the New York State Society of the Cincinnati and accompanied 
Lafayette on his travels through the United States during his visit in 1824. 

Accompanying the badge is a two page original document constituting 
the minutes of the first meeting of the Society of the Cincinnati signed by 
the Secretary, Major Gen. Steuben. They read in part as follows: “That 
General Heath, General Baron de Steuben, and General Knox be a com- 
mittee to wait on his Excllency, the Commander in Chief, with a copy of the 
Institution, and request him to honor the society by placing his name at the 
head of it...and to take such measures as may appear to them necessary 
for expediting the Establishment of their State Societies and sending a dele- 
gation to represent them, in the first general meeting to be holden on the 
first Monday in May, A.D., 1784.”
